The extract also inherently contains compounds having molecular weights of between 
1 ,000 and 10,000 dalton. See Yoshikawa et al. (Chem. Pharm. Bull 46(4): 647-654, 1998), 
which was presented with Applicants' response filed on December 11, 2002. 

Upon entry of the amendments, claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, and 11-37 are pending. Claims 1, 3, 
1 1, and 23-37 are under examination. In view of the above amendments and remarks, as well as 
the remarks provided in the last response, Applicants submit that amended claim 1 is not 
anticipated by the '816 patent, JP '507, or JP '732. Claims 1 1 and 23-37 all depend from 
amended claim 1 directly or indirectly. They are therefore also not anticipated by the cited art. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants submit that the grounds for the rejection asserted by the Examiner have been 
overcome, and that claims, as pending, define subject matter that is novel. On this basis, it is 
submitted that allowance of this application is proper, and early favorable action is solicited.
